NAZIS REPORTED FIRMLY 
IN CONTROL OF ARMY, CIVIL 
LIFE IN FRENCH MOROCCO

* LONDON, May 22. 
EVERAL hundred German 
military officers and civil- 
ians are now firmly estab- 
lished in French Morocco as 
official masters of French fight- 
ing forces and industrial and 
commercial lifé in that region, 
it is reported in London today. 

The Germans exercise their 
control,through a military-naval 
mission and an industrial-eco- 
nomic mission. Each has a 
large number of ‘sub-commis- 
sions which operate throughout 
the country and virtually su- 
pervise all the activities of the 
nominal French masters of the | 
country. They are supplement- 
ed in their work by several 
hundred “tourists” who report 
regularly to the commissions 
and apparently are principally 
employed in espionage and in 
preparing for the arrival of 
more formidable forces. 

The commissions appear to 
have been organized fairly re- 
cently but the agreement under 
which they were allowed to 
assume control apparently is of 
comparatively long standing. 


LONDON, May 22 (AP).—British 
forces in Iraq have captured a 
post on the Mosul-Haifa oil pipe- 
line 25 miles northeast of Rutba 
and taken the entire Iraq garri- 
son, authoritative sources said to- 
day. 

Imperial troops which seized the 
town of Fallujah 40 miles east of 
Bagdad three days ago, captured 
300 Iraqis, including 27 officers, 
and considerable quantities of 
stores and equipment, these sources 
said.

RENCH MILITARY 
ACTIVITY IN SYRIA

JERUSALEM, May 22 (AP).—

Nazi Demand Reported Rejected. 

Unofficial reports said a German 
demand for use of the airfields had 
been rejected two weeks ago but 
that Nazi planes suddenly began 
to land anyway. 

“In view of the situation, espe- 
cially at home, what could we do?” 
some Frenchmen asked me. 

There is talk of an infiltration 
of German “tourists” but foreign- 
ers to whom I talked said they had 

‘seen no indication that any Nazis 
were present, except aviators. 

Most Englishmen and Americans 
are holding themselves in readiness 
to leave. A hundred of them, in- 

cluding students and staff mem- 
bers of the American University 
at Beirut, crossed into Palestine 
yesterday en route to Jerusalem 
and Cairo. 


No Confirmation in Cairo “Free 
French” Have Entered Syria.

British Say Nazis Were 
Unable to Break Up 
Their Fighter Escort in 
Attack Near Dunkerque. 


LONDON, May 22 (AP).—British 
bombers which attacked the naval 
base, docks and center of the town 
at Helgoland left that German 
island naval base in the North Sea 
shrouded in a “swir! of dust and 
smoke lit here and there by 
flames,” the Air Ministry news 
service said today. 

A football game was in progress 
when the bombers swooped over 
the base yesterday, the report 
added, but the game quickly broke 
up and anti-aircraft batteries went 
into furious action while the bomb- 
ers swept over at a height of only 
40 or 50 feet. 

The regular Air Ministry com- 
munique called it “a successful 
surprise attack.” 

Bombs from one plane made a 
direct hit on an anti-aircraft bat- 
tery of four guns, it was said. 

No Night Raids. 

Bad weather forced cancellation 
of all air operations last night, but 
another daylight attack was made 
yesterday on a power station and 
oil refinery at Gosnay, near Be- 
thune in German-occupied France 
about 40 miles south of Dun- 
kerque. 

The navigator of one plane said 
that after dropping his bombs on 
the power station he saw “dozens 
of small white mushrooms of 
smoke, followed by many yellow 
and green explosions all over the 
target area.” 

The raiders were said to have 
flown straight to their target even 
though air battles were in progress 
all around them. 

“Shortly after crossing the 
French coast,” a communique said, 
“enemy fighters engaged our air- 
craft and a number of combats 
ensued. 

“In spite of this the enemy was 
unable to prevent success of the 
attack..." 

Bombers Get Away. 

The Air Ministry news service 
asserted German fighters “were 
unable to shake off our Spitfires 
and Hurricanes” escorting the 
bombers in the Bethune attack. 

The wing commander who lied 
the fighter escort squadron said: 


“When we used to. attack fighter | 


escorts in the Battle of Britain, it 
almost invariably ended in enemy 
bombers being left to the mercy 
of our fighters. 

“But today we managed to drive 
away the ME-109s (Messerschmitts) 
and. keep in company with the 
bombers.” 

The British admitted losing two 
bombers and six fighters in the 
two operations, but said five Ger- 
man fighters were shot down. 

One of the bombers, it said, was 
lost In the attack on Helgoland. 
The other aircraft shot down or 
missing, both British and German, 
fell during the sweep into France. 

Secrecy on Plane Losses. 

On the home front, the Air Min- 
istry announced its decision to dis- 
continue giving details of Nazi 
plane casualties lest the informa- 
tion benefit German strategists. 

The number of raiders shot down 
over Britain will be given as usual, 
it said, but not the place or the 
manner in which they are downed. 

A few German planes flew over 
England today. Bombs damaged 
several cottages in a Sussex vil- 
lage and caused a small number 
of casualties. One Nazi fighter 
was shot down. 

All England was free from at- 
tack last night. It was London’s 
eleventh successive bombless night. 


Civilians Killed and Wounded at 
Helgoland, Nazis Report. 

BERLIN, May 22 (AP).—An at- 
tack by single BSBritish planes 
caused damage in residentia] 
quarters and dead and wounded 
among the civilian populetion of 
Heigoland yesterday, the German 
high command said today.

The text of Prime Minister 
Churchill’s statement on Crete fol- 
lows: 

“This is a somewhat indetermi-

Rally—Nye Urges Non- 
Intervention, — 


NEW YORK, May 22 (AP).— 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, said last night 
that use of the United States Navy 
to convoy merchant ships would 
be certain to precipitate war with 
Germany. 

Walsh spoke at a meeting of 
Americans United at which Sena- 
tor Nye (Rep.), North ‘ Dakota, 
also talked, urging non-interven- 
tion in the European conflict. 

“At the top of the list of pro- 
cedures sure to precipitate a 


declaration of war,” Walsh said, 
“is the employment of the United 
States Navy in the convoying of 
merchant ships on the high seas. 
If that be done, direct combat be- 
tween "United States and German 
naval forces is sure to ensue and 
that means shootings and sinkings 
—it means war.”

NEW YORK, May 22 (AP) — 
tween 400 and 500 liberal arts col- 
leges. will offer a three-year con- 
centrated course beginning this 
fall to enable students to finish

Dr. Guy E. Snavely, executive 
director of the Association of Amer- 
ican Colleges, who announced the 
plan last night, estimated that 250,- 
000 to 300,000 students would com- 
mence the speed-up program in 
September. 

The outlined course would enable 
a student entering college at 18 to 
finish at 21 when he is eligible for 
military duty. It is expected to 
keep college enrollments up, too, as 
it will encourage young men to 
complete their academic work be- 
fore entering the army. 

Dr. Snavely said the shortened 
college course would be made pos- 
sible through the institution of a 
three-term year, the third coming 
during the usual summer vacation. 
Christmas and Easter vacations 


will be shorter, classes will be held | servi

all day Saturday and the study 
i schedules will be heavier. . — 
Such social functions as junior 
proms and sophomore hops will fall 
by the wayside, Dr. Snavely indi- 
cated. Students who go to college 
seeking just a good time will be 
eliminated early in their careers, 
he commented, Sandee “they won't 
be able to stand the pace.”

KUNMING, Southwest China,

HE Japanese air force may 
bomb the Burma road from 
now until doomsday, but it is 
doubtful whether they will ever be 
able to halt or seriously impede 
the ever-growing traffic in- sup- 
plies. 

Frequently, Japanese communi- 
ques have announced stoppage of 
the Burma road traffic through 
damage or destruction of the two 
vital bridges crossing the Salween 
and Mekong rivers. This is wish- 
ful thinking. Bridges have been 
battered and even destroyed; ‘at 
times traffic has been slowed up, 
but at no time has it been halted. 

On my trip over the road I made 
both river crossings by bridge. 
There was not the slightest con- 
gestion at either place. Automo- 
bile ferries made of gasoline drums 
now stand in readiness at. both 
crossings to be instantly utilized in 
case the bridges go out. Formerly 
the capacity of these rafts was 
not quite adequate for all arriving 
trucks. There were long lineups 
of waiting cars. With new ferries 
built and building, it is now be- 
lieved that the whole traffic can 
be handled. 


Old Bridge Still Stands. 


The first of the two big bridges 
we came ‘to was the 300-foot sus-

The 
campaign started about three 
weeks ago in small newspapers 
throughout Argentina, with a sud- 
denness and unanimity indicating 
centralized direction. 

The agency distributing this 
anti-Un.ted States material is 
triple-headed affair variously 
called Transocean (official Ger- 


man news agency), Correo Peri- 


odistico Sudamerican, and Eur- 
america. The names all mean the 
same thing: ‘Transocean. 

Nazi propaganda methods are 
the same as those used to conquer 
militarily: by division. Every bit 
of propaganda is slanted at a 
given class or group in Argentina, 
inciting each separately against 
the United States. . 


How Method Works. 


To enlist the sympathies of the 
Spanish population, the United 
States is blamed for difficulties in 
Shipping wheat to starving Spain. 
Emphasis is placed on the United 
States preventing, on ihe one hand, 
a charitable work and, on the 
other, a neat piece of business. 

To destroy the good impression 
caused by published figures, show- 
ing that United States purchases 
in Argentina have increased in the 
first four four months of 1941 from 
a normal of $15,000,000 to more 
than $55,000,000, Nazi propaganda 
alleges that the United States re- 
fuses to buy any Argentine produce 
at all, 

Eighty per cent of the Argentine 
people are radicals in their politi- 
cal affiliation, and the so-called 
Radical party followed a strin- 
gently isolationist policy during 
the last war. To appeal to Radi- 
cals, Nazi propaganda insists the 
President Roosevelt “and his sat- 


| 


ellites, Hull, Stimson, Knox and 
Morgenthau,” are trying to push 
the whole of America into war. 

To shake confidence in the Unit- 
ed States, a “canned” éditorial 
states that the"Balkan military sit- 
uation had thrown Washington into 
a state of utter confusion. 


To confuse Argentine. exporters, 
Nazi propaganda states that the 
United States customs requires that 
champagne be certified as to purity 
and that this is an “affront” to 
Argentina. 


To give an impression of true 
Argentine patriotism, Nazi propa- 
ganda goes to absurd lengths to 
prove that Argentina is following a 
fair policy regarding German and 
Italian ships idle in port. It com- 
mends acting President Ramon S. 
Castillo for his attitude, since ac- 
cording to the Nazis, it constitutes 
a rebuke for “the illegal seizures 
by the United States.” No mention 
is made of sabotage in United 
States ports. 


To divide those believing in Pan 
American co-operation, Nazi propa- 
ganda recommends a bloc of the 
A B C countries—Argentina, Bra- 
zil and Chile—to the exclusion of 
the United States. No mention is 
made of the other 16 countries 
which form the Pan American fam- 
ily of nations. 

Charles A. Lindbergh's speeches 
are heavily favored as showing his

It consists of food, clothing, and shelter, of 
automobiles and radios, and everything that we, the 
public, consume and use in our daily lives, A real increase 
in the national income means an increase in those things 
that we use and consume. No such increase is taking 
place. We'are increasing income in dollars and decreasing 
it in goods, and the difference is represented by the pro- 
duction. of war materials. If our national income in 
dollars increases, if public purchasing power in dollars * 
increases, and the goods available for the public remain | eo 
stationary or decrease, one result is inevitable. That 
result is that prices will increase sufficiently to absorb 
the increase in money incomes. 

Such a result would be serious. First, it would'rob* ~~ 
the people of any benefits of increasing dollar income. 
Second, it would enormously increase the cost of national 
defense. Third, as.a result ofthe increased cost of our 
defense effort, the financial difficulties of our country — 
would be enormously increased, and the post-war eco- 
nomic readjustments made infinitely more severe.

But we do not agree that there is not enough 


{time for the public to make up its mind on the civil 


service amendment. 

A merit system, such as many cities have, has been 
a popular cause in St. Louis for years. It has been 
supported ‘by many groups of citizens. Only the 
politicians who have controlled ‘such things at the 
City Hall have kept the issue from the voters. Prac- 
tical politicians do not want a merit system. Demo- 
cratic politicians did not want one under Mayor 
Dickmann. Republican politicians do not want one 
under Mayor Becker. . 

The criticism of the civil service amendment that 
it would “freeze” present city employes in their jobs 
is unimpressive. No merit system was ever proposed 
any place that one political party or the other did 
not sound this time-worn, generaily insincere ob- 
jection. If there is deadwood in the City Hall, if 
there are unnecessary employes on the public pay- 
roll, the Becker administration has at least four 
months to do the needed pruning. For the new Re- 
publican leadership to say that these political pay- 
rollers can not be weeded out by Sept. 16 would be 
for it to admit that it could not give the list of city 
employes which it inherits the rigorous and prompt 
going over it obviously should have. 

By a fortuitous set of circumstances, the merit 
system amendment is now before the people. The 
Democratic aldermen, after having fought the 
amendment as long as they dared, finally approved 
it, half in desperation and half in hope of tufning it 
to political capital in the city election, April 1. That 
set of circumstances is not likely to occur again. 

Mayor Becker campaigned for the merit system, 
A merit system plank is in the platform on which 
he stood as a candidate. He would run a grave risk 
of losing this important part of his program at the 
outset of his administration if he allowed it to be- 
come confused in anything so controversial as a 
general charter revision. 

The submission of the merit system amendment is 
an accomplished fact. It is on the calendar and be- 
fore the voters, After long delay, the machinery 
is at last in operation. 

Our judgment is that Mayor Becker would make a 
serious mistake if he permitted his administration to 
be identified with any move which would endanger, 
delay or otherwise adversely affect this vital im- 
provement in our municipal government. 
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MONEY-GRABBERS ON THE BURMA ROAD. 

The profit motive has inspired men to heights of 
hard work, ingenuity and arduous pioneering. It 
has also sunk them to depths -of sordid. selfishness 
and greed. The dark side of this powerful incentive 
is seen at work along the Burma Road, according to 
yesterday’s report by Correspondent A. T. Steele, in 
the get-rich-quick endeavors of the Chinese truck 
drivers. 

They are well paid for 
hauling war supplies along the winding 
route, where Japanese bombing attacks a 
stant hazard and a malignant type of malaria pre- 
vails. These men deserve good wages, but they are 
not content with their earnings, nor with the idea. of 
patriotic service jo their country’s fighting forces.

So many stories have been told of the Chinese 
people’s selfless devotion to their cause, of the coolies 
who toil long hours for a few cents a day in order to 
insure military and industrial transport, that Mr. 
Steele’s account of the go-getting truck drivers comes 
as a disillusionment. But no country has a monopoly 
on the profit motive, or‘on people who utilize na- 
tional emergency as a chance to get rich at the ex- 
pense of their nation’s safety. We will have to be 
sternly on guard against this unscrupulous breed in 
connection with our own defense effort. 
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TO OUTLAW PRISON PRODUCTS IN THE OPEN MARKET. 
For years, American business men and labor unions 
‘have protested unitedly against the competition of 
goods manufactured by prison labor. The prisons 
are tax-supported rather than tax-paying institu- 
tions. They pay pittance wages in a system of un- 
disguised forced labor. The overhead of their work- 
shops is negligible, by private competitive standards. 
From their competition, many private industries, 
notably those manufacturing work clothes and shoes, 
have suffered heavily. This has affected employ- 
ment, ; 

The humanitarians have had a say on the matter, 
also. Where work is done in prison shops, there 
has been little complaint. But in many states, Mis- 
souri included, prisoners have been let ‘out to work 
for private contractors. As the Federal Prison In- 
dustry Reorganization Administration reported to 
President Roosevelt in 1938, after a survey of the 
Missouri penal system, the State needs ‘a well- 
thought-out, long-range plan of development based 
on the principle of treating prisoners as individuals, 
with industries operated not for profit, but for re- 
habilitation.” ? 

There have already been three restrictive Federal 
laws passed on the subject, each stiffer than the 
last.’ An act passed in 1940 and effective in October, 
1941, flatly forbids the: movement of prison goods 
in interstate commerce. Since 1929, when the Hawes- 
Cooper Act was passed, 38 states have made laws 
forbidding convict manufacture for profit. 

Now Missouri has a chance to get in line with 
progress. A bill has been perfected in the Senate 
to forbid sale on the open market of goods pro- 
duced by convict labor, 
only for the State, its political subdivisions and its 
tax-supported institutions,

What a high price the country must pay for the 
existence of monopoly is becoming depressingly clear 
in the case of aluminum. This is one of the most 
vital materials for defense production, and the short- 
age of supply now threatens to delay the whole arma- 
ments program, So desperate has the situation be- 
come that the Federal Government now is planning 
to build aluminum plants, at a cost of $300,000,000, 
in order to eliminate this dangerous bottleneck, a 
Post-Dispatch Washington correspondent reported 
yesterday. Even this drastic step, it is feared, can- 
not avert a serious shortage. | 7 

For many years, the Aluminum Co. of America has 
enjoyed a highly lucrative dominance of this field; 
Court records and the recent Senate hearings have 
described in detail the vast difficulties encountered 
by other firms that tried to break into the business. 
A Government action against the Aluminum Co, of 


America has been in the courts for three years, 39,- } 


000 pages of testimony have been taken and the case 
is still undecided. Meanwhile, competition in the 
field has been virtually non-existent, and the demand 
now greatly exceeds the supply which thé concern is 
capable of producing. 

One item brought out in the long-drawn trial is 
significant in the present discussions. When de- 
mand exceeded supply in past years, the Aluminum 
Co: did not expand its facilities, but imported the 
metal from Germany to fill its orders. The Govern- 
ment charges this was done in order to stifle do- 
mestic competition. At any rate, the fact is that 
German production now exceeds that of the United 


States, and this country is struggling desperately to | 


catch up. It is compelled to resort even to such ex- 
pedients as stripping refrigerators in warehouses of 
their aluminum trays and replacing them with 
plastic trays, so that the metal may be salvaged for 
plane and motor production, 

The crisis was aggravated by the cheerful state- 
ments that came from the OPM last November. There 
was no aluminum shortage said William L. Batt and 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr., officials of this agency, in- 
stead, there would be at least 25/000,000 pounds 
available for civilian needs. Now the country is 
faced not only by an inadequate supply, but by the 
likelihood of greatly increased prices. 

In other essential products as well, monopolistic 
control has meant shortages in this time of emerg- 
ency. The non-existence of competition has made 
it impossible to expand facilities rapidly enongh to 
keep up with the urgent demands of the defense pro- 
gram. Because this dangerous trend was not curbed 
in normal times, additional sacrifices must be borne 
by the people. 

WHY THE DUTCH SMILED. 

It must be pretty hard to make a Hollander smile 
nowadays, but the Nazis have succeeded, all unwit- 
tingly, in doing so. How they did it is told in 
Knickerbocker Weekly, published in New York by 
Americans of Dutch descent. ' 

A crowd was gathered around an Amsterdam bulle- 
tin board, reading the latest proclamation of the 
occupation force’s chief. Each person, on turning 
away, was observed to be smiling. Something was 
whispered to newcomers, who. looked at the ukase 
and also left with amusement written on their faces. 
The Nazis were mystified, for there was nothing 
amusing about the announcement; it*forbadé danc- 
ing and. meetings, ordered tram service to stop at 
7 p. m., and cafes to close at 8, and warned all citi- 
zens to be indoors by 8:30. 

The Nazis apparently haven’t figured it out yet, 
but the correspondent tells the secret, Herr Klinge- 
mann, their chief, had signed himself with his titles 
in full, namely: “Sturmtruppenstandartenfuehrer 
und Regimentskommandant des vierten Totenkopf- 
regimenten” (Storm Troop leader and Regimental 
Commandant of the Fourth Death’s Head Regiment). 

A people still able to react’ normally to ‘those re- 
markable titles may be down, but it isn’t out.

“BECAUSE THEY ARE TOO POOR.” 

Men, women and children—45,000,000 of them in 
the United States—lack the food essential for health. 

That is what Federal Security Administrator Mc- 
Nutt yesterday.told the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. These people lack milk and eggs and 
vegetables, he said, “because they are too poor.” 

It is not a new story—this story of one-third of a 
nation. 
source: the doctors who are examining the young 
men called up for selective service: 

“Appalling” is the word that McNutt used to de- 
scribe the health record which is being disclosed by 
these examinations. Half of the prospective draftees 
are being rejected. 

Examining physicians and ‘public health officers 
have been trying to tell this to the country for 
months, They have also been trying to get across 
the idea that in many cases the rejected men are 
suffering from readily remediable defects. 

But, so far, no more has been done for their cure 
than has been done for the cure of the fundamental! 
malnutrition and generally impoverished living out 
‘of which these defects stem. Professional advocates 
of medical laissez-faire apparently will permit no 
more than the useless counsel of “Go, see your 
doctor” to a man who can’t afford a-doctor, let alone 
an operation. 

And so the human waste goes on. Pre-crisis ef- 
forts to stop it have been all but forgotten under the 
pressures of rearmament. But are not the men who 
fire the guns even more important than the guns? 
Is it not as much an investment in national defense 
to see to it that we have men with sharp eyes and 
steady. nerves to man our planes as it is to build 
these planes? . 

Is not morale tremendously important these 
days? And what of the morale of the men who 
come from families half-starved “because they are 
too poor?”

Tight control of all industry for defense is predicted by financial 
writer; Baruch’s idea supplanting suasion used until now, he says; 
committees like those of last war to be named, but will not 
be voluntary; retrenchment and ever higher taxes held inevitable.

NEW era is about to open for great 
segments, and ultimately perhaps all, of 
American industry. 

There has been worked out behind the 
scenes a complete new pattern.for the or- 
ganization of the nation’s productive ca- 
pacity for national defense. 

It means not alone that the “business as 
usual” era is over. That handwriting was 
plastered on every wall in town weeks ago. 
It means that, when the new plan takes 
full effect, industry will lose its freedom 
of action by individual units until after 
the war. It) means a subordination of all 
personal programs to the common need of 
getting as many weapons out as quickly as 
can be done. 

Remember the “industrial committees” 
organized by Bernard M. Baruch during 
World War I? Recall the Industrial Mobi- 
lization Plan, drdfted by the army and navy 
three years ago and subsequently relegated 
to the junk pile? Well, they’re back. From 
now on they will comprise the hub of the 
defense program. 

This is obviously a drastic change in 
trend. It means definitely the end of the 
“exhort, induce and inspire” era and the 
beginning of strict industrial controls. The 
controls will be exercised, so far as proves 
practical, by industries themselves. Groups 
chosen from a cross-segmeént of all sizes 
of companies—the big business man and 
the little fellow and the in-betweener— 
will sit in. Together, each crowd will 
police its own industry. 

* * 


But it will be no “voluntary” proposition, 


according to those who are doing the spade- 


work. Authority to act, to force recal- 
citrant companies to comply, will be lodged 
in OPM. The war situation is too serious, 
time now lost in defense production too 
vital, certain raw materials too “short,” to 
permit of a system where argument could 
stymie action. | 

This is all happening because for the 
first time the American productive machine 
is being pushed so hard that it is beginning 
to pound from overwork. It has been nec- 
essary to start the setup of industrial com- 
mittees to “manage” industry, the first of 
which will be announced shortly, chiefly 


|} because of the impending scarcity of cer- 


tain metals. 

It will be necessary to start at once,-in 
certain “material” industries especially, to 
draw every productive unit under strict 
control and supervision. Surveys will re- 
veal every bit of capacity that can be 
found and business will be assigned by the 
OPM on industrial committee recommen- 
dations. Where materials are short, de- 
fense contracts will get them, civilian. needs 
won't. The same system will also serve to 
draw into usefulness small plants that oth- 
erwise would be overlooked, ' 

This is clearly another step toward plac- 
ing in effect the wartime ecomomic  prin- 
ciples: expounded by Mr. Baruch. A full 
year ago, he warned that such action would 


ultimately be necessary—the sooner taken,. 


the less time lost.

With 40 billion dollars of army-navy and 
lease-lend appropriations already in the 
works, such a scheme sounds fantastic. From 
the productive standpoint, it is—unless the 
entire industrial economy is shifted to war- 
time purposes (as advocates intend). Even 
if that were possible, the whole thing 
might collapse as not having left enough 
of a normal economy to support the weight 


But its New Deal advocates say it is not 
fantastic because it can’t be. They con- 
tend that the measure of what we must 
make is not what we have done in the past, 
or even what we're doing now, but what 
is needed to beat Germany. 

The new wave of expansion probably 
will not reach what this group is driving 
at. But there’s pretty sure to be another 
new program superimposed on top of all 


that’s gone before. - 


All of which makes the tax bill handed 
out by Dr. Morgenthau even tougher to 
take.

A New Economic Sin

HE Government of the United States is 
considering seriously a crackdown on 
installment buying. It will probably begin 
with automobiles, but if installment buying 
is bad economics in these days of peril, then 
why not extend the crackdown to refrigera- 
tors, radios and furs? 

Obviously, our financial leaders are try- 
ing to keep down spending for what may 
be called luxuries. The Government is try- 
ing to divert every man and every machine 
to making munitions of war, and it is hard 
to do this if American citizens are buying 
things—luxurious things. So we are trying 
to crush the market for luxuries by check- 
ing installment buying. 

What a world! Two years ago the Gover? 
ment was doing everything it could to en- 
courage its citizens to spend money for any- 
thing under the wide blue heavens that 
would give work to men in.industry.

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Improved Method Turns Out 
- Sponge Cakes Which Are 
Moist and. Delicate. 


Spring is the ideal time of year | 
for angel ahd sponge cakes. Eggs 
are usually cheap and the use of 
a dozen or so does not make ap- 
inroads on the food 


budget. 
There have been some “import- 
ant changes in the technique of 


Bpreparing the batter for both 
angel and sponge cakes; Part of 
the sugar which was usually folded 
into the cakes is now beaten in, 
The sponge cake has been 
with the addition of water’ and 
cream of tartar which gives 4 
more tender and delicate. cake. 
Both cakes are now baked at a 
higher temperature. than hereto- 
fore. This. temperature is easier, 
for a housewife to obtain and con- 
trol and the ‘resulting product is 
more. delicate and attractive. 
Basic Baking Method. 

For angel food cake, one-half 

cup of sugar is added to the 
flour. 
again and again, for repeated sift- 
ing incorporates more air and 
mixes the sugar evenly and 
thoroughly. Airiness is important 
in‘ securing an angel food that 
is feathery light. The sugar separ- 
ates the flour particles. 
- Eggs should be room tempera- 
ture. Beat the whites with flat 
wire whisk or rotary egg beater 
unti] they become foamy. Then 
sprinkle or the cream of tartar 
and continue beating with the 
whisk or beater until egg whites 
are fluffy and thick, but not dry 
or flaked. The whites should pile 
up in moist glossy peaks when the 
beater is lifted out and the air 
bubbles should be fine and even. 

The remaining sugar is added 
about two tablespoons at.a time, 
beating after each addition until 
the sugar disappears. After this 
the ingredients are folded in quick- 
ly, first the flavoring, then gradu- 
ally, the: flour. Each is folded in 
with rh:thmic cutting-down and 
lifting-up, and folding-over motion. 
This should continue only until the 
batter is light and fluffy and has 
a satiny sheen, 

The pan in which the cake is 
baked is never greased. It is then 
possible for the batter to cling to 
the sides of the pan as it bakes 
and thus rise to full height. Cut- 
ting down through the batter with 
a spatula removes any large air 
bubbles. i 

Family Size Angel Cake. 

One cup sifted cake flour. 

One and one-fourth cup sifted 
sugar. 

One cup egg whites (eight to 10 
ege whites). 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon: cream of tartar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
one-half cup sugar, and sift togeth- 
er four times. Beat egg whites and 
salt with rotary egg beater or flat 
wire whisk. When foamy, add 
cream of tartar and continue beat- 
ing until eggs are stiff enough 


to hold up in peaks, but not dry.. 


Add remaining three-fourths cup 
sugar, two tablespoons at a time, 
beating with rotary egg beater or 
whisk after each addition until 
sugar is just blended. Fold in fla- 
voring. Then sift about one- 
fourth cup flour over mixture and 
fold in lightly; repeat until all is 
used. .Turn into ungreased nine- 
inch angel food pan. Cut gently 
through batter with knife to re- 
move air bubbles. Bake in slow 
Oven (325 degrees) 45 to 50 min- 
utes. Remove from oven and in- 
vert pan one hour, or until cold. 
This cake may be baked in two 
ungreased seven-inch angel food 
pans in slow oven (325 degrees): 45 
to 50 minutes. Or bake in two un- 


greased 8x8-inch pans in slow oven |. 


(325 degrees) 40 to 45 minutes. Or 
bake in two ungreased. nine-inch 
layer pans in moderate oven (350 
degrees) 25 minutes, or until done. 
Halve recipe for one seven-inch 
cake or one 8x8-inch or nine-inch 
layer. 

Remove eggs from refrigerator 
several hours before using. They 
beat up lighter and more easily 
when at room temperaturé, and 
give increased fineness of grain 
and delicacy of texture to angel 
food cakes, 

Sponge Cake Method. 

Use a strong, efficient rotary egg 
beater and beat the egg yolk mix- 
ture long and vigorously. Do not 
stop until yolks are very thick and 
light colored. Then add lemon 
juice, little by little, continuing to 
beat the mixture thicker, incorpo- 
rating all air possible. The flour 
goes in all at once and is stirred 
in quickly and lightly until there 
are no dry partieles left. 

Cream of tartar is added as soon 
as the whites have been beaten 
foamy. Sugar is added as in angel 
food cake. As soon as sugar has 
been added, pour the thick egg 
yolk mixture over the fluffy whites 
and fold it in with careful down- 
up-and-over motion of the spoon. 
This helps keep all air bubbles in 
the batter.

Australian ie Stress- 
es Difficulty of Problems 
That Will Come With 


Peace. 


NEW YORK, May 22 (AP). — 
Richard G. Casey, Australian Min- 
ister to the United States, said to- 
day he thought it would be “just 
as essential” for the American and 
British »eoples to work together 


after the war, although it would 
be more difficult. 

In a speech before the Advertis- 
ing Club of New York, Casey said 
that standing in the way of post- 
war collaboration were “historic 
misunderstandings between Brit- 
ain and Anerica” and a disterted 
view held by some here “that Brit- 
ain has no democracy worth the 
mname—and that she sits at ease 
and exploits the British Empire 
for her own profit—in other words, 
that Britain represents something 
that runs counter to the American 
ideal.” 

But, he said, “if we wrap our- 
selves up in the Union Jack and 
you wrap yourselves up in the 
Stars and Stripes—if we continue, 
as in “he past, to perpetuate the 
acute and exclusive forms of in- 
dividual nationalism—then I, for 
one, become very pessimistic about 
the future, not only of our respec- 
tive countries, but about the world 
as a whole.” 

After the war, Casey said, “we 
will all be in various degrees of 
exhaustion—physical, material, fi- 
nancial and economic. 

“We will have problems to tackle 
that will appear individually to 
lack the vital urgency of today’s 
problems of war—but they will be 
complicated by tariffs, the vagaries 
of international exchanges, the 
bitter struggle between compet- 
ing national vested interests, the 
problem of gold, the problems of 
depleted purchasing power and 
the difficulty of the disposal of 

invernational surpluses—all of 
which boil up into the great social 
super-problem of unemployment. 

“T believe that neither the Unit- 
ed States nor the British Common- 
wealth of Nations by themselves, 
and working separately, can solve 
these problems. And if we don’t 
solve them, we are sunk.” 

Suggesting “there must be a 
close relation between the volume 
of consumption and the volume of 
employment,” Casey urged as a 
peace aim the raising of the stand- 
ard of living of peoples. 


MISSOURI SENATE AGAIN 
ALTERS BURIAL SOCIETY BILL 


Perfects Measure to Put Them 
Under Insurance Bureau, Not 
. State Department, 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 22 
(AP)—The Senate perfected for 
final passage yesterday a bill 
which would give the State Insur- 
ance Department control of burial 
societies estimated to have 700,000 
members in Missouri. 

After a long fight in which the 
Senate twice reversed itself, a 
regulatory plan proposed by Sen- 
ator Phil M. Donnelly (Dem.), Leb- 

on, was adopted as a substitute 

a measure sponsored by Sen- 
ator L. N. Searcy (Dem.), Emi- 
nence. 

Searcy’s bill would have placed 
burial societies under the Secre- 
tary of State. He also opposed the 
actuarial rates prescribed for burial 
insurance in Donnelly’s measure. 

Searcy succeeded last week in 
having the previously adopted Don- 
nelly amendment reconsidered but 
lost yesterday on a 16-to-11 vote. 

Burial societies have been op— 
erating without regulation as be- 
nevolent organizations, but the Su- 
preme Court recently held they 
were actually in the insurance 
business.

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D. R. FRANCIS’ VALET 
DIES IN CALIFORNIA 


Negro, 73 Years Old, En- 
tered Service of Former 
Ambassador in 1889, 


Philip Jordan, Negro valet to the 
late David R. Francis, died in 
Santa Barbara, Cal., Tuesday, aged 
73 years. Since former Gov. Fran- 
cis’ death in 1927, he had been 
in the service of J. D. Perry Fran- 
cis, now a resident of California. 

Jordan entered Gov. Francis’ 
gervice at the mansion in Jeffer- 
son City in 1889, through the rec- 
ommendation of a former Gover- 
nor, Joseph W. McClurg, for whom 
he had worked on a steamboat. 
His connection with the Francis 
household continued thereafter, 
except for a short time when he 
served Gov. William J. Stone. 

At the -Francis mansion on 
Maryland avenue, he served four 
presidents who were guests there, 
Cleveland, Theodote Roosevelt, 
Taft and Wilson. -He remembered 
President Roosevelt most warmly, 
not only for a generous gift, but 
because, a year after-their first 
meeting, Col. Roosevelt called him 
by name. 

With Francis in Russia. 

In the period of Gov. Francis’ 
activity as a broker, Cabinet mem- 
ber and president of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, it was Jor- 
dan’s duty to keep him properly 
attired, even to the extent of or- 
dering a new suit of clothes when 
he thought it was needed, and to 
gee that pocket money, usually not 
more than $20, was in the clothing. 
He accompanied his employer on 
business trips and to political 
gatherings. The Francis family 
still has a plaster cast of Gov. 
Francis on the golf links, made 
by George Julian Zolnay, in. which 
the carefully executed figure of 
Philip Jordan appears, the valet 
kneeling to tee up the ball. 

When Gov. Francis was appoint- 
ed United States Ambassador to 
Russia, in the World War period, 
Jordan accompanied him, and took 
on the added duties of cook and 
chauffeur. After the Bolsheviki 
took control, the Embassy was re- 
moved from Petrograd (Leningrad) 
to Vologda. There a mob sought 
to hold the Ambassador responsi- 
ble for the imprisonment of Tom 

Mooney in California. When the 
mob appeared at the Embassy, 
Francis ordered Jordan to get his 
revolvers. 
Didn’t Fire Pistol. 

“T got it,” the valet related 
later, “but I asked him please not 
to fire it. He had never fired a 
gun in his life, so far as I knew, 
and I knew if he fired at that 
crowd, it would probably be the end 
of both of us.” The mob was dis- 
persed without shooting. 

The midwinter journey home, 
from the-port of Archangel, took 
them into the Arctic Circle—far- 
ther North, Jordan used to say, 
than any other member of his 
race had gone, except the man who 
accompanied Rear Admiral Peary 
to the North Pole. On this journey, 
Gov. Francis, whose health and en- 
durance previously had been re- 
markable, suffered a breakdown 
from which he never fully recov- 
ered. Jordan had to care for him 
until, after the return to the Unit- 
ed States, a graduate nurse was en- 


gaged.

IN A SERIES OF 32 cases 
treated by Dr. Howard B. Shorbe 
of Oklahoma City, Ok., the aver- 
age age of the patient was 27 
years. The left arm was injured 
in 25 patients and the right in 7; 
27 patients stated that they had 
been sideswiped by another car; 
12 were injured by the overhang- 
ing edge of a wide truck; two of 
the right arms were injured by 
striking the side of a bridge; one 
struck a horse, another a mule, 
and another came too close to a 
corner. One man’s arm was struck 
as he signaled to make a left turn. 


_ Of the 32 cases, 24 were compound 


fractures, which means that the 
bone was splintered and protrud- 
ed through the skin. These are 
the most severe type of fractures, 
usually resulting in infection. 


Sometimes the bones of the 
hand are fractured also due to 
jerking the hand from the wheel 
and striking it against the side of 
the car. 

The seriousness of the situation 
may be judged from the fact that 
in this series there were 13 nerve 
injuries, resulting in more or less 
paralysis of the muscles of the 
forearm, They are very difficult 
cases to treat. and are likely to 
result unfavorably in a high per- 
centage of cases, 

Of the 32 cases reported four 
were reported to have an excellent 
result, five a good result, nine a 
fair result, four a poor result, and 
eight patients had an entirely use- 
less extremity. There was one 
death. Early treatment by an ex- 
perienced surgeon is of primary 
importance in obtaining a good 
result, 


But..certainly in this case more 
than any other, an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure, 
and the prevention consists in 
overcoming the temptation to 
drive with the elbow out the car 
window.

WASHINGTON, May 21. 


N many instances as I have been 

led into the private offices of 

secretaries and undersecretaries 
of the Cabinet and others here, 
someone whispered in my ear: 

“Anything you hear is off the 
record. Please forget it.” 

Most of what I have heard I 
had read in the papers. 

Two other surprising things to 
me—the weather is beautiful and 
so is the city. I have been many 
times in Washington through the 
years, but the weather has - been 
grade B or C and the handsome 
buildings glared like sound white 
teeth in a jaw-full of bridgework 
and snaggles. 

Today, these painful contrasts 
appear obliterated and the city 
seems to have cured itself of the 
architectural storm and flows ma- 
jestically past the Potomac, which 
stands still in amazement. 

In spite of these gigantic clas- 
sical and semi-classical piles, in 
spite of the impressive miles of 
overpowering and truly magnifi- 
cent Government buildings sitting 
in acres and acres of well-behaved 
lovely bright trees, where the po- 


litical jumbos and baby elephants 


of the nation parade with the vice- 
pachyderms of other powers—yes, 
in spite of this being the heart- 
beat and capital of the greatest 
democracy on earth, Washington 
still is a small town. 

What makes a city or town a 
“small down” is the mental atti- 
tude of its average citizen. I can’t 
imagine a Londoner referring to 
London in wartime as a “hot spot.” 
Nor a New Yorker, for that mat- 
ter. It is being astonished at its 
own virtues and achievements that 
makes a small town. 

Certainly, that is true of Wash- 
ington today. People rush in and 
out of offices. Hotels, bars and the 
night places are crowded. Busi- 
ness booms Tenseness prevails. 
“Hot spot.” 

But with all this, and the other 
changes, too, you have a feeling 
that Washington is very much the 
same town of old. Coming from the 
station to the Raleigh hotel, I 
pulled out a crisp dollar bill—noise- 
lessly I thought, but the driver 
heard it, and without turning his 
head said: “Haven't you got 20 
cents in change?” 

In New York, my home city, it 
would have been about a 55 cent 
haul. The driver said that if you

know the streets you can go four 
miles for 20 cents. 

Luckily, Col. Schiffeler, of the 
Raleigh, is a friend of mine; so I 
had a room and didn’t have to go 
to Baltimore to sleep as many visi- 
tors have found they had to. There 
are no rooms left in Washington. 
_Paris is the only other city I 
am familiar with that is built like 
a starfish; where avenues explode 
in all directions from the middle 
and where even some of the na- 
tives guess the wrong turns and 
say: “Gosh I should have turned 
off there.” 

Washingtonians take readily to 
regimentation. A New Yorker will 
laughingly observe, in a way, @ 
law or an ordinance for two weeks, 
and that is as long as the police 
pretend to enforce one. We are 
natural jaywalkers and reserve to 
ourselves the right to commit sui- 
cide. But in Washington—nix. 

There are signs that flash on in 
red letters—‘“don’t walk” and you 
wait until the “don’t” blacks out 
and says “walk!” then you walk! 
Cute? I was looking for signs read- 
ing, “Don’t breathe”—“breathe!”

LARGE part of my time has 

been spent in the pressroom in 

the department of state build- 
ing; formerly the home ag well of 
the War and Navy departments. A 
hideous structure, with thousands 
of grimy little pillars all over it 
and great dim halls inside it. A 
tropical touch is given by the 
frozen Venetian blind doors into 
each office with their mellow old 
fashioned flavor. It is a contrast 
to all the other department offices, 
which are smug and modern. in 
comparison.

East-West collect three heart 
tricks before the declarer can get 
in. After that declarer takes the 
lead with a diamond and draws 
trump. His problem now is a sim- 
ple one. Must hé, or must he not, 
concede a club trick? Disregard- 
ing all the other suits, let us ex- 
amine the club situation. Aside 
from unimportant small clubs, de- 
clarer lacks the king and 10. Un- 
less these key cards are placed 
miraculously, one club trick must 
be lost, unless the opponents, with 
rare altruism, co-operate. As the 
East-West cards are actually 
placed, if declarer leads the club 
queen from dummy and Last 
obliges with a cover, the ace wins, 
and West’s 10 is subject to a sim- 
ple finesse. If East is not so 
naive, the jig is up. The queen 
holds, of course. But, now, what 
can declarer do? If he leads the 
jack, East covers, and West's 10 
becomes a third round trick; if de- 
clarer leads the nine, he must go 
up with the ace anyway or lose 
on the spot to the 10. 

Thus, transferring the problem 
to the defenders’ side of the table, 
it should easily be seen that when 
dummy holds any such combination 
as the one shown, East, the player 
sitting directly over dummy, should 
not cover the first honor led but 
should most decidedly cover the 
second one. Only if East himself 

. held the 10 as well as the king, 
would there be any point to the 
first round cover and even in that 
case it would not be necessary un- 
less the K-10 were’ Dilank’ —
